Certified Wheat to 
Average 25.8 Bus. 


Registered and certified wheat 
backbone of Canada’s high grade 
grain crop, is expected to average 
25.8 bushels to the acre in Alberta 
this year, according to estimates 
made by inspectors of the Dominion 
seed branch, The oats crop is ex- 
pected to go 56 bushels to the acre 
and barley 39. 

Volume of the acreage inspected 
amounted to 27,700. second largest 
total in the hisfory of the province 
and exceeded only by last year’s 
record of 40,400 

Of the 27,700 acres, 12,800 were 
were in wheat, with Red Bobs pre- 
dominating and Marquis second 
About 1,000 of rust-resistant Re- 
nown, Regent, Thatcher and Apex 
wheats were inspected. 

Oat inspections amounted to 7,072 
acres, 4,000 less than 1938, while 
barley was down and flax showed a 
‘significant’? increase; significant 
because in recent years flax mills in 
the province have been forced to im- 
port much of their supplies from 
outside countries. 

Registered and certified alfalfa 
acreage was down and so was crested 
wheat grass.

G' HE ancients Pui the sky was s held 


up on the shoulders of the giant Atlas. 

But Alberta is actually carried, from 
an economic standpoint, on the shoulders of 
the giant Agriculture. 
Last year, less than 100,000 Alberta farmers 
produced $167 million of new wealth. Of 
that total $118 million came from field crops, 
mostly wheat. 
Where would Alberta’s 775,000 people get a 
living if it were not for agriculture? Yet this 
great industry must struggle along under the 
burden of marketing methods which, more 
often than not, provide inadequate prices. 
Sophistry and theorizing avail little. Action 
is needed. The Wheat Pools and the farm 
organizations got the Wheat Board. This 
was a great forward step in marketing wheat, 
to which all now subscribe. 
But it is just a step. The Board must be 
perpetuated. The agricultural industry must 
have greater all-round price protection. There 
must be no return to the laissez-faire methods. 
An aroused agriculture can make progress 
by uniting its strength. The best way to do 
this is to build up farm organizations and 
co-operatives.
